Tax Receipts biow, Need 
for Economy Urgent 
Wells Says; Meeting Is

The Atlanta city government is fac- 
ing the most serious financial crisis 
in its history, it was asserted Wednes- 
day, when Councilman James L. 
Wells, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of council, warned Willis A. 
Sutton, superintendent of schools, and 
members of the board of education 
that operating receipts for 1933 will 


be considerably less than they are for | 


1932. 

Tax assessment reductions and in- 
ability of citizens to meet their obli- 
gations to the municipal governmeng 
are responsible for the loss in revenue, 
Wells said, as Joe C, Little, tax as- 
sessor, announced to the tax commit- 


tee that about $300,000 must be cull- | 


ed from the January, 1952, budget in 


order to prevent an actual deficit for | 


the year. 

He also told the committee, 
which Councilman Nelson T. Spratt, 
vice chairman, presided, 
can expect a further curtailment of 
about $500,000 in 1933 revenue over 
the reduced income for 1932.

Poole on Trial Tonight; \IRGNIANS ADOPT 
175 Witnesses Called 


Charges Brought by Beavers Expected To Re- 
sult in Police Department’s Most Color- 
ful Legal Battle. 


Warring factions of the Atlanta po- 
ites department Wednesday night an- 
| nounced they were ready for the start 

of hostilities-at 7:30 o'clock tonight 
when A. Lamar Poole, chief of the 
detective bureau and first assistant 
chief of police, goes to trial on charges 
of insubordination, irregularities in re- 
lease of prisoners on copies of charges 
and general incompetency. 

The trial probably will go down in 
history as the police department's 
most colorful and most bitterly-fought 
battle, with Chief James L. Beavers 
and his supporters aligned on the one 
side, and Poole and his colleagues on 
the other. The police committee will 
hear the charges brought against the 
detective chief. 

More than 175 witnesses have been 
subpoenaed for the first hearing and 
scores of others will be called before 
the trial is completed, according to 
William Schley Howard, chief defense 
counsel,

The most dreadful feature of poverty is not the present hardship it 
imposes, but the lasting effect on the minds of children. 

Many poor children, living among others of their kind, are mercifully 
unaware of their poverty; but others who are more sensitive and more 
observing make comparisons and endure shame that leaves a scar as last- 
ing as life itself. : 

Parents who discuss their anxieties and express their bitterness within 
the hearing of their children may be unaware of the evil they are doing, 
but in many instances they are teaching class consciousness and envy. 
They are teaching their children to feel inferior. THey are filling young 
minds with a poison that will prove a life-long handicap. _ 

Children are not caste-conscious by nature. Money is merely some- 
thing to exchange for ice cream, and good clothes a nuisance that inter- 
feres with play. But once a sensitive boy is made conscious of poverty, 
his darned stockings and patched clothes shame him to his marrow and 
he is filled with sullen rebellion or a cringing cowardice. 

Perhaps his parents never know. Certainly the boy himself doesn’t 
realize what is happening. But poverty is developing an enemy of society 
or a man who must fight all his life to overcome tthe feeling that other 
men are his superiors. : ; 

It is a shameful thing to break a boy’s Spirit. 
sary as it is shameful. 

If parents cannot overcome poverty, they can at least remove the 
sting of it. They can teach their children a decent pride. By exampk, 
more than by precept, they can teach the wholesome truth that self- 
respect is justified by race, by family achievements, by industry, honesty, 
cleanliness, or any other thing that is decent. 

Poverty, unless its cause is vice or indolence, is no more shameful 
than a broken leg. The boy’s wholesome and logical mind will rate it 
as nothing worse than a misfortune if no evil influence warps his judg- 
ment. 

But the hurt of it may break his spirit unless he is given the solace 
of hope and taught to regard himself as an equal of kings and the natural 


heir of all he can fairly win.

Health Talks

EXPERIENCE IN THE TREAT- 
MENT OF INFECTED 
TONSILS. 

A large factor in the tonsil problem 
is experience. Most physicians who 
deal with tonsil cases .have plenty of 
experience, but unfortunately there 
have been few attempts to tabulate re- 
sults and arrive at definite concln- 
a concerning the methods of treat- 

mént in common use. 

The studies of Dr. Kaiser, of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., and of Dr. Welch, of 
Kansas City, Mo., are outstanding. 
The former recorded -the effects of 
tonsillectomy in thousands of school 
children and compared the condition 
of these children with 
equal number of other children in the 
same school and age groups who had 
not had their tonsile removed. The 
latter made a microscopical study of 
a thousand tonsils removed in dis- 
pensaries or hospital clinics, by good 
throat surgeons, and found a large 
share of the t_ sils without evidence 
of disease, and a small share of them 
bearing bits of throat muscle. 

Dr. Kaiser's studies convince any 
reasonable man that the benefits of 
tonsillectomy in childhood are at least 
questionable. Dr. Welch’s studies con- 
vince any reasonable man that the 
standard operation for removal of ton- 
sils, in the hands of men of good aver- 
age ability, is a crude and bungling 
procedure. 

The best throat surgeons in the 
country admit that in a large share of 
cases some tonsil tissue is overlooked 
and left in the throat when the stand- 
ard operation is done. The present 
preference in the treatment of these 
portions of tonsil not included in the 
bite of the guillotine and snare is 
electro-coagulation—diathermy. Some- 
how that seems more conservative 
when the patient complains of trouble 
from the portions of tonsil left after 
the operation. 

In the past much specious argu- 
ment has been heard about the impor- 
tance of removing every bit of tonsil 
tissue in any case. This is practically 
impossible, by any known method. Be- 
sides, no one has voffered evidence 
that uninfected tonsil tissue in the 
throat is in any way harmful.

REDUCED PRICES 
SEEN IN LEAGUE 
ASPAPER PASSES 


Sport Tax Bill To Bring 
About Bleacher Seat 


Reduction. 
By Ralph McGill. 
Atlanta baseball officials and others 
in the Souther nassociation see a re- 
duction in prices for bleacher baseball 
tickets this season after the amuse- 
ment tax slapped on all admissions 


over 46 cents by the struggling house 
of representatives of your country and 


mine. 

The bleachers have heen going at 50 
rents the copy for years. And for years 
the occupants have dwindled in num- 
ers, So much so that the bleachers 
themselves, when owners built new 
stands, were decreased in size. 

The Southern association bleacher 
ticket is pretty sure to be reduced to 
15 cents within the next few days. 
The league officials will receive the 
news from their favorite morning pa- 
pers today and after moaning and suf- 
fering will get into action . 

NOT GRAND STAND. 

It is not thought likely that there 
will be anv reduction in the price of 
grand-stand seats which are now go- 
ing at 79 cents. There is, however, a 
slight possibility that the clubs will 
absorb the tax on those seats. The tax 
on the Th-cent seats would he 8 cents, 
since there is no way to split those 
pennies, 

It would be a popular gesture, since 
the fans have been asking for reduced 
admissions, for the owners to take the 
rap for & cents on each grand-stand 
ticket. But they. too, have their bills 
and perhaps can't do it. 

The bleacher seats are almost sure 
shots to be cut to 45 cents. This would 
he taking but a -cent loss on each 
ticket. It would certainly add more 
atrons to the bleachers than would 
- found there were the bleacher 
prices boosted to 55 cents to take care 
of the tax. 

Chick Roos, the Atlanta club husi- 
ness manager, expressed himself as 
heing in favor of reducing the bleacher 
prices to 45 cents. Other owners about 
the league were of the same opinion. 

MEANS INCREASE. 

This should mean increased patron- 
age in the sun sents. 

A hurried check of various football 
offices indicated that there would be 
reductions in some sections next fall, 
with fhe hetter tickets going at the 
usual prices for the better games. 
Farly games, and those admittedly not 
so good, will go on at shaved prices. 

Henry Weber, Atlanta wrestling 
promoter, hag already cut his prices 
this vear, His wrestling patrons will 
not feel the tax as much as others. 

At any rate, the government seems 
to have turned to sport to balance the 
budget as it did to sport to aid the 
unemployed during the last football 
season. 


Sport Tax To Bring 
Budget $10,000,000. 


NEW YORK, March 30.—4)— 
American sports, led by football, base- 
ball and boxing, figure to contribute 
close to $10,000,000 toward balancing 
the 1932 national budget, under the 
provisions of the hill adopted by the 
house today for a 10 per cent tax on 
all athletic admissions over 46 cents. 

College foothall. heretofore exempt 
from taxation, will be the heaviest sin- 
gle contributor. Even with a prospec 
tive shrinkage in gate receipts § and 
achool games exempted, the gridiron 
sport figures all told to collect from 
$20,000,000 to $30,000,000 at the turn- 
stiles and pay an approximate total 
tax of &2,500.000. 

In peak seasons, the football receipts 
at such major universities as Harvard, 
Yale. Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
Southern California, have exceeded 
$1.000,000 each. 

On the basis of last year’s major 
Jeague baseball receipts, which were 
close to $10,000,000, and also untaxed, 
the American and National league 
clubs would contribute another §$1,- 
000,-000 jin taxes.

Boxing, curiously enough, may bene- 
fit from the new tax program, espe- 
cially so far as the buyer of the high- 
priced tickets and the promoter are 
concerned, This would result from the 
general application of a 10 ver cent 
federal tax in place of the present 
graduated levy of 10 per cent on $3 
to &5 tickets and 25 per cent on all 
tickets costing more than S5. 

“The new tax bill will hit the pock- 
etbooks of the boys who sit in the 
galleries or other cheap seats, while 
benefitting the ringside patron.” said 
a representative of the Madison 
Square Garden Corporation, ‘For ex- 
ample. a $10 ticket now calls for a 33 
tax-——-25 per cent federal and 5 per 
cent state tax. Under the new law, 
the total tax would be $1.50, a 50 per 
cent reduction.” 

The present high federal tax on box- 
ing admissions has had the effect of 
making most of the big outdoor fight 
shows risky, if 
ventures. 

Wrestling, six-day bicycle races, 
professional football, horse racing and 
soccer combined likely would contrib- 
ute an additional $1,000,000 in taxes. 

From tennis and golf the benefits 
to the public treasury on a 10 per 
cent tax hasis would be comparativre- 
lv negligible, except for a few of. the 
hig national tournaments, Last year 
the four major golf championships 
drew only about $30,000 altogether in 
gate receipts.

When you seek an explanation of 
the flight of your ball turn your at- 
tention to the action of your swing. 

‘To begin with, you cannot afford 
to be careless about the movements 
of your body, arms or hands when 
you first move the club away from 
the ball. 

The very first move in the back- 
swing has as much to do with the 
outcome of the shot as any other part 
of the swing. As you make this first 
move you should have no trouble sens- 
ing whether you are using the proper 
or improper set of muscles, 

If you are confused, if your mind 
is filled with doubt or fear over the 
flight of the ball, you will invariably 
jerk the club up from the ball. A 
hurried movement at this stage of the 


swing shows that you have allowed |
